NEW ORLEANS (UPI) — 
Day Shaw, acquitted* Satur¬ 
day of conspiring to assaai- 
nate John Kennedy, was 
charged with two counts of 
perjury Monday by District 
Attorney Jim Garrison, who 
had sought for two years to 
convict Shaw. 

Shaw was acquitted two 
years to the day after he was 
arrested and charged with 
plotting with Lee Harvey Os¬ 
wald and David Feme to kill 
Kennedy. 


"I'm shocked of course," 
said Shaw. "I think it’s 
outrageous. I stand on the 
statements I made two years 
ago. I stated these before a 
jury of 12 men who obviously 
believed me." 


Shaw said all along he 
would be cleared of the 
conspiracy charge. 

Shaw's attorney, F. Irvin 
Dumond, said his next step 
would be "to contest the 
case.”

W HO CAN SAY WHERE the blame lies for the 
dash between Chinese and Soviet troops on the 
Manchurian border Sunday? A military presence by 
either side would be considered an intrusion by the 
other for this is an area long the object of dispute. 

It is an island lying between two arms of the 
Ussuri river and since the river itself is the boundary 
between the Chinese province of Maitchuria and the 
Soviet Far East rival daims to sovereignty are 
difficult of proof. 

The Chinese call the Island Chenpao and the 
Russians call it Damansky, and the latter maintain it 
has long been the site of Soviet frontier posts. 

The Ussuri river border has for years been 
plagued by tensions. To the Soviet it is a particularly 
sensitive zone, for in any serious development of 
hostilities there the Soviet territory, which lies 
between the river and the Pacific, would be very 
vulnerable. Here Is Vladivostok, an important port 
and industrial centre, but even more vital to Soviet 
interests for its strategic value. 

Indicative of the rivalry is the report, from 
Chinese sources, that this latest collision was the 18th 
Soviet violation of Peking sovereignty in the past two 
years. 

But what makes the current situation more 
dangerous than earlier incidents is the publicity it has 
received and the hotly hostile reaction in Peking, 
where a huge crowd has laid siege to the Russian 
embassy, shouting threats and demonstrating against 
all foreigners approaching the compound. 

Moreover, the terms of the Chinese note — 
rejected, of course — were recklessly provocative even 
for Peking, distinguished for its lack of restraint in 
such exchanges. 

It takes little more than a spark of resentment to 
kindle hysteria in the Peking mob, as British and 
other diplomats and their families have learned 
painfully in recent years. 

The Soviet government would not treat lightly 
any violence towards or abuse of its representatives 
there. So it is in the Chinese capital, at least as much 
as on the frontier, that events will be watched with 
apprehensiveness.

He told each leader, from 
Britain’s Harold Wilson to 
Charles de Gaulle of France, 
that they would be kept up-to- 
date on his progress toward 
talks with the Russians. 

This is what they wanted to 
hear. 

The president wanted the 
best possible base of Euro¬ 
pean understanding before 
tackling the Russians on such 
jugular issues as Vietnam, the 
Middle East and tha ugly 
realties of thermonuclear po¬ 
tential. 

Viewed in this light, and 
Judging from evidence avail¬ 


able in Europe, Nixon may 
not have succeeded com¬ 
pletely, but he made measur¬ 
able progress. 

Instead of a hardsell, he 
tried low-key explanation. In¬ 
stead of giant public displays, 
he preferred long hours of 
conversation. 

He believed there was far 
more benefit in getting to 
know his opposite numbers 
than engulfing himself In 
confetti and adoring millions 
in the streets. 

This was not the stuff to 
produce a hero's return to 
Washington. But this Nixon 
knew before he ever left town. 


The changed atmosphere in 
Yugoslavia and Romania to¬ 
day constitutes a remarkable 
commentary on the failure of 
Soviet policy in Czechoslo¬ 
vakia. 

The leaders-Presidenta Tito 
and Ceausewu, as well as the 
respective populations in gen¬ 
eral, have completely r^ 
gained their nerve. Yet only 
six months ego the whole 
world, wondered whether they 
were to be the next victims of 
the Russian military colossus.

The Russians are un¬ 
doubtedly worried about the 
congress. Ivan Enediktov, the 
Soviet ambassador in Bel¬ 
grade, asked Mijalko Todoro- 
vic, secretary of the executive 
committee of the central 
committee, last week whether 
the Yugoslav leadership pro¬ 
posed to allow attacks on the 
Soviet Union during the con¬ 
gress. 

The ambassador was re¬ 
portedly told with great firm¬ 
ness that delegates would be 
free to aay anything they 
liked. 

★ ★ * 

While neither the Roman¬ 
ian* nor the Yugbstavs ab¬ 
solutely exclude the possibility 
of a Soviet takeover, they 
think it unlikely for the 
following reasons: 

The Russian* have their 
hands full in Czechoslovakia; 
they want to do business with 
the United States on stopping 
the nuclear arms race, and 
there is thought to be some 
dissension in the Soviet lead¬ 
ership over East European 
policy which might discourage 
further dramatic moves. 

Still, every Yugoslav knows 
that Russian troops In Hun¬ 
gary are only 130 miles from 
Belgrade. 

★ ★ ★ 

The country in between is 
flat, open and completely 
vulnerable. The Yugoslavs in 
this area say they would 
certainly fight if attacked, but 
they could not hold this 
terrain for long. 

In fact, it Is generally 
accepted that Belgrade, Ljub¬ 
ljana and Zagreb could be 
occupied within a few hours 
and that resistance would 
continue In the mountains. 

The Yugoslavs are now 
convinced that the Roman¬ 
ians, too, would fight if tihe 
Soviet Union invaded her, 
though her Moldavian frontier 
with Russia is just a* indefen¬ 
sible. 

★ ★ * 

Responsible sources in 
Bucharest end Belgrade in¬ 
dicate that the Romanian and 
Yugoslav leaders have almost 
identical views on the Soviet 
Union’s problems and her 
position in Czechoslovakia, 


Thi* unanimity exists des¬ 
pite the extraordinary con¬ 
trast between thear differing 
economic and political sys¬ 
tems and despite the fact that 
Romania is a member of the 
Warsaw Pact whereas Yugo¬ 
slavia remain* non-aligned, 
with her interest pulling her 
more and more toward* the 
West.

While the external policies 
of Yugoslavia and Romania 
have so much in common, the 
internal differences are enor¬ 
mous.

Hostess Interfered in Vietnam Talks 


Anna Foiled LBJ Triumph

On Monday night, Oct. 28, just one week before the eve cf 
the presidential election, there was euphoria in the White 
House. 

Agreement between the Americans and the South 
Vietnamese on a Joint communique concerning the Paris 
peaoe talcs seemed to have been reached, and the Americans 
felt toe y had persuaded toelr aVee, albeit reluctantly, to 
accept the aooomgHshed fact that the National Liberation 
Front (NFL), pclltical wing cf the Viet Gong, would take 
scene part in the tala. Arrangements were made tor the 
president to broadcast to* momentous news on Wednesday, 
Oct 30. 

x * * ★ ★ ★ 

The first indication that something had gone wrong came 
In a message from the Saigon embassy early on Tuesday. 
By the end of toe day. It was plain that the South Vietnamese 
were objecting to the presence of the NFL in Paris. 

What had happened? There was no reason to think that 
the South Vietnamese were In possession of any new 
information from Paris to explain their sudden excess of 
suspicion. On the other hand the administration did 
know-from tapped telephone calls, among other eources— 
that something was going on which might explain Saigon’s 
balldng. 

The horrible suspicion exploded within the tiny group of 
officials who knew what was happening: that the South 
Vietnamese were holding back because they had been 
encouraged by the Republicans to believe that, If they did so, 
they would stop the Democrat*’ last-minute surge, ensure a 
Republican victory—and get better term* torn Nixon after it 

* * ★ 

The South Vietnamese “had come to a series of 
expectations about Nixon,” one cf Johnson’s officiate said at 
the time, “and they had been encouraged in those 
expectations. It was very dirty work." 

Saigon had been encouraged to beMeve that they could 
profit by delaying the peace talks: but not, as Johnson and 
hta men assumed, by Nixon or hi* immediate advisers. Who 
then had dared to play such a dangerous game on their 
behalf, and without their leave? 

One of the cochahmen of toe prestigious Women for 
Nixon-Agnew National Advisory Committee was an attractive 
45-year-dd Washington hostess of Chinese birth ceiled Anna 
Cbennautt. 

Mrs. Chennattit was bom in Peking. In-1947, she married 
Gen. CMt Chennault, commander of the American Flying 
Tiger squadrons. After the general’s- death, she became a 


well-known hostess and diner-out In Washington political 
circles and, in partictfar, a frequent guest at the South 
Vietnamese embassy. The ambassador, Bui Diem, was one of 
her friends. 

A* early as June, Mrs. Chennault had written a letter to 
one of Nixon’s foreign policy advisers offering to arrange tor 
Nixon to meet President Thieu of South Vietnam in 
Washington. 

Nixon’s aides were immediately aware of toe misinter¬ 
pretations that could be put on such a meeting. "No, no," an 
adviser scrawled in the margin of her letter. And to Nixon 
himself he wrote; "This not to be done for any reason and 
under no circumstances. Proposal dangerous in the extreme 
and injurious to our Vietnam position—that is, to U.S. 
national Interest." 

* * ★ —

Mrs. Chennault did not give up easily. In the course of 
tiie summer, she caKed several of Nixon's staff repeatedly. 
They were adamant that Nixon should not be mixed up in the 
peace talks. 

On Wednesday, Oct. 30, John Mitchell, Nixon's campaign 
manager (now attorney general), made a series of calls to 
certain members of his staff. As a remit of these he was able 
to assure the White House that no member of Nixon’s 
campaign staff had bqen In touch with the South Vietnamese. 

The situation was still potentially lethal. That same night 
the American negotiators met the North Vietnamese secretly 
in Paris and assured them that President Johnson would 
announce the bombing halt the next day—and that the 
bombing would actually stop on Nov. 1. 

The South Vietnamese still had not given their agreement, 
which was essential to the talks, and the Repuhticarx knew 
that a charge of intriguing with Sadgon would be a 
catastrophe at this point. 

On TTiursday, Oct. 31, Mrs, Chennault made a tot c# 
phone calls. She compftaJned in one of them that she could no 
tonger get through to John Mitchell. She boasted about her 
influence within tha Nixon team and claimed that she had 
played a rode in the recent endorsement of Nixon by 11 South 
Vietnamese senators. But she got no encouragement. 

* ★ ★ 

That night, President Johmon went on the air and 
announced his bombing halt. But toe next day. President 
Thieu Issued a communique denouncing It, and the South 
Vietnamese national assembly said Johnson had "betrayed an 
atiy." 

It was Saturday when the news arrived that Saigon was 
balking. Nixon was campaigning in Texas, hte staff was back 
in New York and in a state of near-panic. 

On Sunday afternoon, President Johnson finally placed a 
call to Nixon who had returned to New York. The 
conversation began in a stormy mood. The president himself 
brought up Mrs. Chennauit's name and appeared well- 
informed about her phone calte. Finally, Nixon was able to 
convince him that her activities had not been licensed by him 
or his staff end the president changed the svtoject. 

When he finally hung up, Nixon and his Mends collapsed 
with laughter. It was partly in sheer reffef that their victory 
had not been taken from them at the 11th hour.

Tax Reform Law by ? 70 Benson Hope 


WASHINGTON (CP)' - 
Canada’s tax reforms will try to 
spread the tax load more fttirly 
but there is no prospect, the 
total tax load ean be reduced 
dramatically, Finance Minister 
Edgar Benson a aid Monday 
night. 

The Canadian minister, him¬ 
self an Accountant, spoke to the 
annual conference of the Tax 
Executives totitute and said ha 
hopes that by next year at this 
time the reformed tax system 
will be operating. 

It was Ms longest and most 
detailed speech yet on the sub¬ 
ject. 

Hie government’s tentative 
proposals will be made in June’ 
and submitted for parliamen¬ 


tary study in September. After] 
the parliamentary committee j 
enquiry, the government will 
make definite proposals for tax, 
reform—which will not then be 1 
made retroactive—and the gov¬ 
ernment hopes to havs them 
written into law by 1970. 

Benson noted that two Mg 
steps toward tax reform in Can¬ 
ada have already been taken 
and that toey parallel sfantiar 
moves in the United States. 
These are the taxing of life In¬ 
surance companies and policy¬ 
holders and revision of estats 
and gift taxes with total exemp¬ 
tion for estates passing b etween 
husbands and wives. 

Changes In the estats tax had 
caused particular controversy, 
which proved that if death and 


taxes are each distasteful as 
well as inevitable, "the combi¬ 
nation of the two is clearly dou¬ 
bly so.” 

But with these changes made, 
Benton added, “we have 
dealt with the aspects of reform 
which were speaking in rela¬ 
tive terms only—uncon ten tious. 
... We sire now ready to move 
to reform of the balance of the 
■yatem.” 

Because of budget-making se¬ 
crecy that prsvafls under the 
parliamentary system of gov¬ 
ernment, Benson could not 
disclose now what he hat in 
mind. He suggested, as other fi- ! 
nance ministers before him 
have done, that there should be 
machinery in Canada for more 
public debate on proposed tax 


changes before they are decided] 
and announced. 

“It may well be that in such 
an age, we In Canada will have 
to reexamine our tradition of] 
secrecy in tax matters,” he' 
said. 

After the government's tenta¬ 
tive plana cure outlined in June 
in a white paper, it will be sent 
in September to a committee 
for public hearings similar to 
thoss held by tbs U.S. House 
ways and means emmittee. 
Tbs whole system of taxation 
can then be argued, including 
“tbs parts of tha core which the 
government does not propose to 
amend, as well as those that it 
does.” 

While the committee hearings 
were in progress, the govern-

Some Wedding! 


Along ab-xjt tola time of the year, 
anyone who has a clematis begins to get 
an uneasy feeling that something needs 
dring about that hideous bird’s nest of 
tangled growth. Just how to go about it 
i«"a bit of a problem, though, for the 
Instructions on pruning clematis are 
singularly confusing. 

The first thing the novice gardener 
learns, on romulting the garden books, 
Is that clematis varieties fall into 
different “groups," and each group 
required a different technique in 
pruning. So you must know the name of 
your clematis before you start snipping, 
and only too often the label has long 
since been lost. 

In any case, the grouping system is 
no longer valid, for the pliant breeders 
have been h^rd at work and many of 
the new hybrids are of such mixed 
parentage that each tends to fall into 
several of these groups, all of which 
adds to the confusion. 

♦ * * 

The thing to do, then, is forget about 
the variety name and try to remember, 
first. whether your vine bears large or 
small flowers, and second, just what 
month your vine comes into bloom. If 
you can pinpoint these two factors. I 
can give you a pruning method suitable 
for your particular clematis. 

METHOD A: Prune Immediately 
after flowering. Cut away atl the shoots 
which have borne flower*. This applies 
to all the smal-fiowered kinds which 
bloom early, in April or May, such as 
C. montanft, C. macropetala, C. alpina, 
C. mrmandi and their close relatives. 

METHOD B: Prune In early March. 
Cut out dead and weak growth back to 
a strong pair at buds. Re-tie the 


permanent shoot*, spacing them out to 
cover the avallaMe space on the wall or 
troll s. T.-'k applies to all I.ARGE 
flowered kinds which start blooming 

BEFORE the middle of June, and 

incudes Vile de Lyon, Nehy Moeer, 
Lasuretern, Beauty of Worcester, Belle 
of Woking and Marie Botoetot — and 
probably some others I have forgotten. 
But if the blooms are large and the 
flowers appear before die middle of 

June, this is your method. 

* * * 

METHOD C: Prune in early March. 
Cut the whole vine down to three feet or 
less above ground level, making all cuts 
Immediately above a strong pair of 
buds. This applies to all kinds which 
start blooming AFTER mid-Jtme: e g., 
Jackman, Countesse de Bouchard, 
Mme. Eduard Andre. C. flam mu la, C. 
tangutica. 

Basically, that's all there Is to it, 
but I think gome further qualifications 
and explanations might be in order. So 
lei’s take a look at each of these 
methods In turn. 

Regarding method A, these vines do 
not necessarily need to be pruned every 
year. Suppose, tor instance, you want C 
montana to cover a garage roof; it 
should be sufficient to prune it every 
three or four years. On the other hand. 
it the wall area to be furnished is not 
very large, annual pruning la needed to 
restrict these rampant growers. Be¬ 
cause these varieties btoom so very 
early, the vines have enough growing 
time after pruning to produce Sewering 
growth for next year's display. 

The kinds pruned by method B 
btoom later and are less vigorous, and 
because they produce their Sowers on 
wood made the previous year, plenty of 


old wpod must be retained when 
pruning. Remember, when shortening a 
side rfioot back to a pair of buds, the 
strongest tanking and plumpest pair of 
buds, at this time of year, are in fact 
rather weak. Working further back on 
the shoot, it is the NEXT pair, still, 
aimnst dormant, which wifl make the 
best display. « . 

The clematis which respond to 
method C are the easiest to deal with. 
These btoom on new wood, made the 
same season, so all we have to do is 
stimulate the production of reaPy 
vigorous young shoots. Wherever we 
make a cut, it is the pair of buds 
immediatey below which will make tins 
new growth, and the lower we cut, the 
stronger will be the resulting growth, 
rather like pruning a iree. 

There are refinements, though, even 
to this simplest form of pruning.-For 
instance, if you want your clematis to 
grow up a pole, you cut the whole works 
right down to within six inches of the 
ground; afi the young shoots rush up 
the pole and bloom, and everything is 
fine. 

★ * * 

But If your vine la required to 
furnish a wall and we cut back to six 
inches, it would be impossible to 
separate and train out the tangle of 
young grjwths as they develop. They 
would ail run up the wall In a bunch 
and flower in a bundle on top, with very 
little of the wall furnished. 

The trick here is to shorten the main 
stems to different heights,, all the way 
from six inches to three feet. The 
resulting growths are trained out right 
and left, tone almost horizontally, so 
ail the wall is covered.

MONTREAL (CP) - A police 
officer testified Monday that 
two policemen nearly lost then- 
lives in a fire set at the clmax 
of a $ 2 , 000,000 student rampage 
at Sir George Williams Univer¬ 
sity last month. 

Insp. Jacques Saulnirr said he 
was taking part in rescue opera¬ 
tions during a fire on the ninth 
floor of the downtown university 
building when he found two po¬ 
licemen who had been overcome 
by smoke. 

“They could hardly move and 
they were certainly in no condi¬ 
tion to get out by themselves. 

“if another Tew minutes had 
passed before we found them, 
we would have gotten them out 
but they wouldn’t have been 
alive.*' !

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NDP Claims Colquitz Jail Still ‘Snake Pit’ 


Some Wage Earners Worse Off-Peterson 


Colquitz jail on Wilkinson 
Road remains the “snake pit" it 
has been for more than 10 
years, the Legislature was told 
Monday. 

David Barrett (NDP-Coquit- 
lam) said the label “snake pit" 
coined by former health min¬ 
ister Eric Martin still applied to 
the Jail. 

“That place was a snake pit 
as a mental hospital and is a 


snake pit as a prison,*' he said. 
It is “absolutely uncalled tor." 

Mr. Barrett said he was 
happy B.C. had a new attorney- 
general, because the former 
one, Robert Bonner (SC—Cari¬ 
boo) made promises of correc¬ 
tions reforms that were never 
realized. 

*'I heard him say eight years 
ago they’d phase out Oakalla 
(prison farm) in 10 years, but 


each year we kept hearing a 
new excuse why nothing was 
being done to achieve that 
goal,” Mr. Barrett said. 

Attorney-General Leslie Pe¬ 
terson replied that he had 
visited the Colquitz Jail and 
that it was "certainly not the 
dark hole" that had been 
described. He admitted the jail 
was old, but said it was 
“extremely well maintained." 


He said there were many 
people earning money who were 
worse off than gome B.C. jail 
inmates, living conditions were 
steadily improving, he said. 

The comments came during 
the estimates debate on the 
attorney-general’s department, 
which passed after three days 
of discussion, with an extra half- 
hour at debate Monday evening. 


Norman Levi (NDP—Van¬ 
couver South) said the high 
turnover in corrections staff 
indicated “Rome very serious 
problems" in pay, staff treat¬ 
ment and “expectations.” 

Mr. Levi proposed that an 
inquiry group (not commission) 
he established to make recom¬ 
mendations to improve the 
situation. He called for a 
provincial takeover of federal 


tunity," he said. The probation 
officers were “dedicated men," 
he said, but they were attracted 
to places where pay was higher. 

Mr. Levi said the corrections 
branch was still operating under 
the “custody" philosophy in¬ 
stead of the “treatment" phil¬ 
osophy.

A busy pharmacy with a 
large volume of business is 
likely to be a cheaper place to 
buy drugs than a small 
pharmacy, a pharmacist told 
about 50 people Monday at a 
meeting of the Victoria chap¬ 
ter of Consumers Association 
of Canada. 

E. B. Alexander, president 
of the Victoria chapter of the 
British Columbia Professional 
Pharmacists’ Society, ex¬ 
plained how prescription costs 
are calculated. 


Sometimes there appeared 
to be differences in drug 
prices, when actually there 
was some difference in the 
prescriptions. 

Other differences would be 
found from one drug Btore to 
another if one store had a 
large volume of business, and 
could divide overhead costs 
among more customers than 
another. 

He said some drug stores 
will refuse to fill prescriptions

South put the cat 
among the pigeons when 
he elected to make a 
free response to North's 
takeout double. North 
not unnaturally placed 
hi* partner with a some¬ 
what stronger hand and 
the final contract was 

four spade* redoubled. v 

A heart was led and South ruffled. He then, proceeded 
to ruff all dummy’* remaining hearts, at the same time; 
ruffing two clubs in dummy and cashing the diamond ace 

By this means declarer took the first eight tricks. East 
wa* left clutching five trumps which were beginning to 
lose their attraction, while the declarer was left with five 
card* which were completely useless. 

Dummy still held the A-Q of trumps, and the declarer 
had merely to lead any plain card to be sure of whining 
two more trick*. For East was obliged to ruff whatever was 
led and return a trump into dummy’s tenace. 

East’s only alibi for this very expensive doqble was 
that he could plead that he took all three of his pair's, 
defensive tricks.
